Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: We discussed how the claims could be amended to overcome the 
new matter rejection and place the case in condition for allowance. The Examiner stated that replacing the word 
"and/or" in line 9 of claim 33 with "and" should overcome the new matter rejection and the rejection made under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. The Examiner indicated that this issue would also be discussed with the primary 
examiner. Applicant's representative also pointed out that terminal disclaimers were filed on May 8, 2006 over any 
patents issuing from Application Nos. 10/156,608 and 10/660,997. The Examiner agreed that the previously made 
obviousness-type double patenting rejections citing US 7,108,974 (issued from Application No. 10/156,608) and US 
7,226,739 (issued from Application No. 10/660,997) should be withdrawn in view of these previously filed terminal 
disclaimers. The Examiner also requested that Applicant file a terminal disclaimer over copending Application No. 
1 1/331 ,978. Applicant agreed to file the terminal disclaimer.
